THE $107 MILLION Dixon-Yates 
plant now is under construction in 
W’est Memphis, Ark. It is intended 
as a source of energy to replace 
TVA power being diverted chiefly 
from the Memphis area to AEC 
plants in the Tennsessee Valley 
area. 
While awaiting the outcome of 
the contract restudy, Dixon-Yates 
foes concentrated their attack on 
two side issues: The use of the 
FBI 
to 
gather 
information 
on 
Memphis’ plans and the dual role 
of Adolphe H. Wenzell as a Budget 
Bureau adviser while he was a 
vice president of the First Boston 
Corp., a firm that later became a 
Dixon-Yates financial agent on a 
no-fee basis. Eisenhower has said 
Wenzell’s role was entirely prop­ 
er. 
Atty. Gen. Brownell said the 
FBI was used to “gather facts” 
for his guidance 
in 
rendering 
legal advice on whether to can­ 
cel or go 
ahead 
with 
Dixon- 
Yates. 
But Sen. 
Kefauver 
(D-Tenn), 
chairman of a Senate antimono­ 
poly subcommittee, said he wasn’t 
satisfied with that explanation. 
“The legal and historical back­ 
ground of the FBI,” Kefauver said, 
“doesn’t show it should be used to 
investigate sovereign cities.” 
However, Mayor Tobey said the 
FBI’s check of his city’s power 
plans “ in no way upset m e.”

WASHINGTON OP-The 
United 
States has quietly settled its latest 
diplomatic 
dispute 
with 
Russia 
over three American Army offi­ 
cers expelled from Moscow. 
The £tate 
Department, 
appar­ 
ently to keep the incident from 
disturbing prospects for the 
Big 
Four summit conference, has ac­ 
cepted Russia’s right to order the 
three embassy aides out. 
Three replacements for the men, 
all assistant Army attaches, will 
be named, however, with the ex­ 
pectation Russia will agree to ac­ 
credit them for the American Em ­ 
bassy in Moscow. 
The name of one of the 
men 
has already gone forward for ap­ 
proval, it was learned, but infor­ 
mants did not disclose his name. 
The whole incident and % its af­ 
term ath have been handled with­ 
out publicity, obviously in an ef­ 
fort to keep the affair from mush­ 
rooming into a major disagree­ 
ment at this time. The State De­ 
partment confirmed the incident 
only after 
details 
had 
become 
known. 
Informed officials disclosed last 
June 17 that Russia had banned 
the trio, declaring them “ persona 
non grata,” or persons unaccept­ 
able to the Soviet 
Union.

He said he had been made the 
“ victim of insinuations which have

avoid embroiling the AEC in politi­ 
cal controversy. 
Sen. Anderson 
(D-NM), 
chair­ 
man of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy which

investigating the m atter, said the 
group had spent “ thousands of dol­ 
lars” collecting

“ I do believe the effort was justi­ 
fied and hope that any new nom­ 
ination will require less intensive

YOUNGSTOWN (JV-John Jones, 
33, of nearby Hubbard was elec­ 
trocuted here last night as he 
repaired a line torn down by a 
windstorm. He was the fourth Ohio 
Edison Co. linesman electrocuted 
this year. 


Pickaway County’s traffic safety 
committee has swung into action 
as the result of five traffic deaths 
within the past month at the inter­ 
section of Routes 56 and 104. 
Darrell Hatfield, president of 
the group, revealed today that a 
letter is being sent to S. O. Lin­ 
zell, director of the department 
of highway 
safety, 
requesting 
that a blanker light be placed 
at the intersection. The blinker 
requested is of the type present­ 
ly in use at the intersections of 
Routes 22-104 and 56-159. 
In his letter, a copy of which is 
being sent to Governor Frank J. 
Lausche, Hatfield pointed out that 
the 56-104 intersection 
is unob­ 
structed, and is 
clearly

Transit Permits' Said 
Needed, But Hong Kong 
Denies Commie Claim 


HONG KONG un — Hong Kong 
authorities today accused Chinese 
Communist officials of attempting 
to pull a fast one in demanding 
transit permits for three turncoat 
Americans who want to leave Red 
China. 
Announcing such permits had 
not and would not be issued, a 
government spokesman said the 
unexpected demand “undoubted­ 
ly was 
a 
propaganda 
move” 
aimed at pressuring U. S. and 
British authorities into allowing 
the men to enter Hong Kong leg­ 
ally. 


A government statement Issued 
shortly afterward said the British 
charge d’affaires in Peiping had 
been authorized to inform the Chi­ 
nese Red Cross Society that the 
men would be admitted to Hong 
Kong. 
This was interpreted as mean­ 
ing they would be allowed to enter 
as undocumented aliens, the status 
of most ’European refugees 
re­ 
turning from Red 
China. There 
was no indication 
whether this 
would satisfy Peiping authorities. 
As undocumented aliens, they 
would be turned over immediately 
to American authorities here.

LONDON UP) — Just before his 
death Albert Einstein" and eight 
other emininent scientists signed 
an appeal to world rulers to end 
war lest nuclear weapons destroy 
mankind. 
Bertrand Russell, the 83-year-old 
British philosopher who is now an 
Earl, drew up the manifesto. He 
disclosed its wording and the de­ 
tails connected with its signature 
at a news conference attended by 
200 persons. 
Russell said he received Ein­ 
stein’s signature to the document 
a day before the ^propounder of 
the theory of relativity died in the 
United States on April 18. Einstein 
called Russell “ the dictator of the 
enterprise.” 
Russell said Einstein informed 


him on April ll he was “gladly 
willing to sign your excellent state­ 
m ent.” 
P.ussell wrote to 21 scientists in- j 
volved in nuclear work on both 
sides of the Iron Curtain seeking 
approval of his document. Only 
nine signed. Nine said no and three 
never answered.

Russell said the atomic bomb of 
Hiroshima’was now ancient history 
“ like bows and arrows.” 


Asked if it was necessary to have 
a popular campaign in the East 
as well as the West for a ban on 
war so as to avert the use of 
nuclear weapons, Russell said: 
“ It is very vital now to have a 
popular 
campaign. 
I 
think 
the 
American government might have 
made some very disastrous mis­ 
takes in handling 
Far Eastern 
questions.” 
The three-page statement said: 
“ In view of the fact that in any 
future war nuclear weapons will 
certainly be employed, and that 
such weapons threaten the con­ 
tinued existence of mankind, we 
urge the governments of the world 
to realize, 
and to acknowledge 
publicly, that their purposes can­ 
not be furthered by a world war, 


and we urge them, consequently, 
to find peaceful means for settle­ 
ment of all matters of dispute bet­ 
ween them .” 
Russell, who was one of the 
signers, issued the statement at 
a news. conference just nine days 
before the British, French, Rus­ 
sian and U. S. leaders meet at 
Geneva to discuss ways of easing 
world tension in tile H-bomb age. 
Einstein’s scientific studies led 
to the development of the atomic 
bomb and eventually to the hydro­ 
gen bomb, which he called “ the 
very, essence of evil.” 
Saying he received the letter on 
the day Einstein died, Russell ad­ 
ded: 
“ It would be about the very last 
public action of his life.”

Race Seen For 


State Board 


Education Issue Still 
Faces Possible Veto 
By Governor Lausche 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
—Ti s going 
to be a nip-and-tuck race even to 
get in the race for the 23-membcr 
State Board of education. 
That is, of course, providing Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche signs a legisla­ 
tive act creating the state board 
authorized by voters’ approval of 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 
in 
1953. 
Candidates for the election of the 
first board 
next November will 
have only until Aug. IO to file nom­ 
inating petitions. Those petitions 
must bear signatures of at least 
one per cent of the total vote for 
governor in their congressional dis­ 
tricts in the 1954 election or 500 
electors’ signatures whichever ts 
smaller. 
That appears to be a fair-sized 
hurry-up job for candidates to a 
post which will pay only $240 a 
year. 
Despite the money headaches ex­ 
perienced by the 101st General As­ 
sembly, 
Republican 
legislative 
leaders see a ray of hope that the 
state’s income will keep pace with 
the growing demands of the Stale 
Treasury. 
Most predictions during the Leg­ 
islature’s 
working 
session 
were 
that some new or increased tax is 
a cinch two years hence: that the 
rising demand for school funds in 
particular would force the new 
levy. 
But 
some 
Republican 
leaders 
aren’t so melancholy. Among them 
is Senate Majority Leader C. Stan­ 
ley Mechem (R-Athens). He has 
been keeping a close check on 
sales tax revenue, the state’s big­ 
gest single source of income. It is i 
very nearly an infallible business 
barometer—and it has been soar­ 
ing. 
The sales tax hit an all-time 
high of more than 200 million dol­ 
lars in the fiscal year which ended 
June 30. That was despite a slump 
early in the fiscal year. And Me­ 
chem points out that other state j 
income sources have followed the 
sales tax pattern. 
He says all signs point to con­ 
tinued high prosperity and lead to 
the hope Ohio’s income from pres­ 
ent taxes will be high enough to 
meet the state government’s mon­ 
ey needs as they come along. The 
record of the State Treasury’s in- J 
come gains rn the last five years 
appear to give strength to his hope, j 
In 1950-51, the income gain was 
nearly 70 million dollars above the 
1949-50 fiscal year. The gain in 
3951-52 was 50Vi millions above 
1950-51; there was a 72 - million 
jump in 1952-53; another 85-million 
boost in 1953-54 and an 80-million 
increase in 1954-55. 
That rapid series of gains means 
the Ohio Treasury income in the 
1954 - 55 
year 
was 
$356,886,251 
higher than it was in the 1949-50 
year. And that increase represent | 
ed relatively few new or increased 
taxes.

In his executive budget sent to 
the Legislature last Feb. 28, Dem 
ocratic Gov. Lausche recommend­

$199,000 
appropriation

that amount to $80,000. Then Lau­ 
sche vetoed the entire appropria­ 
tion. 
His veto message calls it “un­ 
necessary and extravagant.’’

H. R. Moore and R. A. Bailey 
of the station checked actual sales 
of farm real estate in four coun­ 
ties— Fayette, Darke, Madison and 
Muskingum. They found moderate 
increases in 
average 
price 
of 
farms, and said price trends 
in 
these four counties 
have 
been 
similar to state trends during the 
last 15 years. 
They found 
prices during 
the 
first quarter 
of 
1955 
averaged 
three per cent higher 
than 
the 
first quarter of 1954. The special­ 
ists said they believed the 
most 
positive 
factor 
supporting 
farm 
land prices is liberal credit terms 
for mortgage financing. Farm real 
estate prices in 1954 averaged IO 
per cent higher than in 1950, while 
average size of farm

WHEN HE WAS ordained in 
1911, Dr. Shreiner requested per- 
mission to start a boys’ farm 
school. His bishop suggested par­ 
ish work for a time to gain a bet­ 
ter insight of people and their 
problems. The persistent clergy­ 
man, w'ho always had an interest 
in boys’ work, finally got his su­ 
perior’s 
approval 
to 
start 
the 
school, but he didn t have any 
money. 
"We began the school without 
a dollar and with the belief that 
this is wdiat God wanted us to do. 
^ Today we have several hundred 
acres of valuable farm land, a 
complete set of school buildings, 
and a set of farm buildings second 
to none," Dr. Shreiner said. 
Aiming to double its enrollment, 
the school recently acquired twro 
nearby farms totaling 650 acres 
of rich land to add to the 700 
acres it now owrns. It is situated 
20 miles west of Philadelphia in 
lh* heart of a rapidly expanding 
9 area. 
The school s financial problem is 
not much easier than when it first 
opened its doors. "Only a couple 
weeks ago my bookkeeper asked 
me how we were going to pay 
some of our bills," the headmaster 
said. 
"The way Is difficult at 
times, but w'e'll make it." 
A finn advocate of the theory 
that many of America’s success­ 
ful men have a farm background. 


THE SCHOOL enrolls boys be­ 
tween IO and 15 years of age from 
all parts of the country. Many of 
the lads are city bred. Life for 
the boys is both rugged and ex­ 
citing. The school has a complete 
up-to-date farming program with 
200 head of Guernsey cows and 
heifers. 
The day’s program gets under­ 
way at 4:30 a. rn. when groups of 
boys head to the barns to milk 
the cows by hand. Most of the 
feed used by the school animals 
is raised by the students. Before 
the boys go on summer vacation, 
they harvest the crops. 
Work on the fall crop Is done 
in the afternoon during a work 
period. Church Farm school also 
carries out an athletic program in 
several sports. 
Support for the 
school comes from a variety of 
sources. Gifts from 3,000 persons 
in all parts of the United States 
were listed this year. 
Dr. Shreiner has made sure the 
tradition of Church Farm school 
will continue. 
His son is being 
trained to take over as head­ 
master.

He looks like a small bear, with his round 
body and short nose, and when he stumbles 
and rolls over, pawing with his big pads for 
the earth that has mysteriously vanished, 
the impulse to rescue him is practically ir­ 
resistible. 
As he grows older he b e c o m e s less 
laughable but more fun. The middle-regis- 
ter whine that seems to be standard equip­ 
ment turns to a growl and a bark. He wags 
his rat-like tail; begins to perk up his 
pointed ears. He jumps and runs in ungain­ 
ly fashion, going head over heels again 
and again, but coming up ready for anoth­ 
er try. 
And he gets an impish gleam in his eye 
in proof that he is developing a sense of en­ 
joyment if not exactly a sense of humor. 
He is also teachable as a rule, though 
there are exceptions. He can and will 
learn to do what he is told. Trained for it, 
he will be a formidable fighting dog. 
But he can also be a friendly and happy 
companion, from puppyhood on. As an all­ 
round dog he stands comparison with any 
other breed. 


TOO MUCH 
SOME TIME AGO the Agriculture De­ 
partment announced an experiment in 
making ghee from surplus butter for sale 
to the Asiatic masses. It is now disclosed 
to be fathering a process by which wheat 
would become bulgur for sale in the same 
market. 
The reader will be struck at once by this 
singular foresight of government. Having 
sold the Asiatic his ghee, it must provide 
him something to spread it on. 
To make ghee, butter is melted and its 
liquid portion extracted. Bulgur results 
from the cracking and parching of wheat. 
This is expensive, of course, but it indi­ 
cates a growing refinement of thought on 
the problem of surpluses. It is definitely an 
Improvement on the cruder forms of utiliz­ 
ing surpluses. 
There was consternation when Japan, in 
World War II, considered turning surplus 
sardines into aviation gasoline and Brazil 
burned its extra coffee under locomotive 
boilers. Not to mention that shabby o ld 
story about Henry Agard Wallace and the 
plow and the little pigs. 
For a government in which the politician 
for years has been a fugitive from boun­ 
tiful nature, the ghee and bulgur thing is 
only another step along a devious road. 
True, it isn’t as preposterous as the ar­ 
rangement by which mountains of potatoes 
were grown for the sole purpose of being 
dyed blue and destroyed. If someone had 
thought of it, blue spuds cooked in ghee 
might have made Indian fried potatoes. 


STALLING FOR TIME? 
AIR-WISE WESTERN observers say the 
Russian diplomatic game at the moment is 
to stall for time until the Soviets are able 
to cancel out the current Allied arms ad­ 
vantage. 
These air force leaders claim that com­ 
pared with the United States, Soviet Russia 
is relatively wide open to attack. They note 
that Western bases ringing Russia are in 
position to launch assaults against almost 
any strategic industrial, military and ad­ 
ministrative target in the USSR. 
However, except for a few areas of vul­ 
nerability, mainly over the Arctic sector, 
the Russians would not be able to mount 
similar long range bomber attacks against 
the United States. The Russians are mark­ 
ing time, the experts warn, until such a 
time, believed to be but five to ten years 
hence, when warfare by long-range atom­ 
ic rockets is expected to become feasible. 
The Soviet premise seems to be t h a t 
since there is no conceivable d e f e n s e 
against intercontinental missiles that both 
countries will be equally menaced. Then 
presumably, the communists would be free 
to renew their maniacal quest for world 
domination. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


The Geneva Conference must come to 
grips with the question of dearmament. The 
world is being bankrupted, financially and 
morally, by the race for supremacy be­ 
tween the United States and Soviet Russia. 
And other countries are getting into this 
contest recently, Red China claimed the 
fourth place among nations for its air 
force. 
The atmosphere of the moment indicates 
that the*Russians are unusually anxious to 
find a solution to problems which face the 
nations of the world and which almost led 
to war last spring. Never has a country en­ 
tered upon so full a campaign for good-will. 
Khrushchev’s visit to Tito; the invitation 
to Adenauer to visit Moscow; the visit of 
Krishna Menon to this country and his bar­ 
rage of ‘good-will’ on radio and televis­ 
ion; the admission of American tourists 
who can go to ‘every” part of Russia ex­ 
cept the slave labor camps; 
Molotov’s 
smiling tour over the United States'—these, 
and Khrushchev’s speech at the American 
Embassy in Moscow on the Fourth of July, 
are a few examples of the calculated ef­ 
fort to produce good-will. 
And who knows? Maybe the new regime 
in Soviet Russia, headed by Nikita Khrus­ 
hchev, wants a long breathing period after 
IO years of the cold war. I have r e a d a 
large number of broadcasts delivered to 
the Russian people on their own radio net­ 
works and the tone is exactly the same. 
The tendency is to express sadness at the 
failure of the United States to appreciate 
the desire of the Soviet world for peace. 
In a word, the Russians give the appear­ 
ance, at any rate, of needing the cold war 
to come to an end. If that is really their 
necessity, there is hope in this world for 
peace in our times. 
The question, however, is not the atmos­ 
phere that can be developed during a pre­ 
conference publicity campaign. What count 
is the proposals that Soviet Russia will 
make at the Geneva Conference and their 
reactions to our proposals. 
Then it gets down to a meeting of minds 
on paper. The little that can be accomplish­ 
ed in six days is not to deter us. The meet­ 
ing at the summit was never practical; it 
was a dramatic idea, the brainchild of Sir 
' 
* 
Winston Churchill, but the father was Sta­ 
lin. After the lofty gentlemen have dined 
and wined and conversed, the work will 
have to be done by the Foreign Ministers 
and their experts. 
When it comes to crucial question of dis­ 
armament, the discussion will be over the 
precise facts of the moment and then each 
side will be faced by the other’s willingness 
to lay all the data on the table. How much 
are we willing to tell the Russians about 
our work in atom and hydrogen bombs and 
how much are they willing to tell us? 
This can involve ticklish decisions, be­ 
cause one side or the other may give away 
its hand to no advantage and suffer a stra­ 
tegic defeat of enormous dimensions. Each 
side will have to be wary lest the other side 
use the meeting only to get more inform­ 
ation. 
The problem then is how to end the race 
for unconventional weapons. If a formula of 
inspection, control and public reporting can 
be found, if all secrecy is removed from the 
field of weapons, the danger of the uncon- 
vential weapons can be removed and the 
devasting arms race can be ended. 
President Eisenhower often uses the 
word sincerity,” and it is not a well-chos­ 
en word in politics because how is o n e 
ever to know what is hidden in the con­ 
sciousness of a statement? The truly great 
diplomat, Talleyrand should win the stakes. 
He was sincere about that. Stalin was sin­ 
cere in getting the best of every situation. 
But there does come a time when wars 
and their warlike aftermaths must end be­ 
cause the peoples of various countries can­ 
not continue to suffer their condequences. 
Soviet Russia must produce more consum­ 
ers’ goods if her peasants are to provide 
food; the United States must relieve its 
citizens of the burden of taxation and must 
put an end to its creeping inflation. 
Therefore, this may be the time when 
practical politicians, in their own interests, 
as well as to the advantage of their peoples, 
will labor valiantly to put an end to the 
armament race. It could be a Godsend.

Older Person Should 
Count His Vitamins 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHILE there is no special diet 
for the aged, it is im portant th a t 
you oldsters eat meals which are 
well-balanced and abound in pro­ 
tective foods. Many of you don't 
do this for various reasons. 
As you grow older your sense of 
taste may decline. Very often this 
reduces appetite and you have 
little or no desire to eat a variety 
cf foods. Thus, you stick to essen­ 
tially the same menu day after 
day and week after week. 
Digestion Is Slowed Up 
Then, too, digestion in the eld­ 
erly person is not as efficient as 
in younger folk. G astrointestinal 
function frequently is slowed. 
Secretion of saliva is reduced and 
other aids to digestion are cut. 
Maybe your dentures don’t fit 
properly, a com plaint of m any 
elderly persons. So you don’t eat 
anything you have to chew. You 
are satisfied w ith soft, starchy 
foods. But while you may be sat­ 
isfied, your body isn’t! I t’s shout­ 
ing for needed vitam ins and m in­ 
erals which you aren’t getting. 
Regular Diet 
I t’s probably advisable to take 
vitam in 
and 
m ineral 
supple­ 
ments, but it is also essential th at 
you get as m uch nourishm ent as 
possible from your diet. 
Generally, the elderly person 
needs calcium and iron more than 
any other minerals. Iron defi­ 
ciency frequently causes mild 
anem ia in the aged. Therefore, 
you should eat plenty of iron-rich 
foods such as lean meats, liver, 
whole wheat, eggs, leafy vegeta­ 
bles, peaches, raisins, molasses. 
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T h e re a re n u m e ro u s o th e r 
foods containing iron, of course, 
but these th at I have listed are 
especially desirable because they 
also contain some cobalt, copper 
and manganese. And these m in­ 
erals help development of hemo­ 
globin, the oxygen-carrying red 
pigment in red blood corpuscles. 
Green Vegetables 
It’s im portant to m aintain a 
normal calcium level in your 
blood to help keep your body's 
acid-base economy, regulate nor­ 
mal blood-clotting and to keep 
your muscular and nervous sys­ 
tems in good shape. Leafy green 
v e g e ta b le s, th e r e f o r e , a re a 
“m ust” in your diet, as are plenty 
of cheese and at least one pint of 
milk every day. 
I have a glass of milk in the 
morning, another in the evening 
and one or two during my work­ 
ing day. I strongly urge you to do 
the same. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. M.: 
Is there anything 
other than orthopedic shoes to 
correct child’s flat feet? 
Answer: Many children have 
what is known as pronated or 
weak feet but as they grow older 
they very often improve. 
I 
Special shoes, which are ele­ 
vated on the inner sole and heel, 
should be worn. The exact type of 
shoe to fit the child will be pre­

While built-up shoes seem to 
improve flat feet, exercises are 
also helpful. Surgery may be re-

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Records Show County Traffic Toll Worst In Recent Years 


Most Fatalities 
Since 1950 Set 
3 Years Ago 


14 Traffic Deaths; 
Three Plane Crashes 
Boost 1952 Total 


Pickaw ay County m ay be head­ 
ing for one of its w orst traffic 
death tolls in recent years. 
At the present tim e, with bare­ 
ly six m onths gone, the county’s 
fatality toll is 13. In 1954, 14 per­ 
sons w ere killed in traffic acci­ 
dents. 
Deputy Sheriff Carl W hite re ­ 
vealed today that an investigation 
of accident records s i n c e 1950 
shows 1952 the worst in that time. 
A total of 14 persons w ere killed 
in auto accidents, four others were 
killed in plane crashes and 
one 
other was killed by a train as he 
walked along some tracks. 
Deputy Sheriff Dwight Radcliff 
pointed out that the records also 
show a trend of increasing injury- 
accidents. Persons i n j u r e d in 
crashes have risen from 108 in 1950 
to 279 in 1954, he added. 


(FIGU RES FOR the 
first 
six 
months of 1955 will be published 
later.) 
With this y ear’s traffic 
deaths I 
having already alm ost m atched the 
entire m ark of last year, Deputy 
Sheriff Bill Plum declared 
t h a t ! 
this area is heading for nearly a I 
300 per cent increase in fatalities. 
He noted that the county still has 
a three-day Labor Day 
weekend J 
with which to contend. 
“Our figures show that injury- 
accidents will be higher for the 
next six months than the f i r s t 
six,” Sheriff Charles Radcliff as­ 
serted. “ August and September, 
when lots of vacationers are on 
the road, are usually the 
b a d 
ones.” 
One of the w orst 
crashes, 
al­ 
though no one was killed, occurred 
on August 30, 1953, the sheriff re ­ 
called. At the intersection of Routes 
56 and 159 (Dead M an’s Crossing 
in Leistville), a truck load of peo­ 
ple collided with a car; 16 persons 
w ere hurt. 
“ At the intersections of Routes 
56 and 104 w here we ju st had five 
killed in the past m onth,” Sheriff 
R adcliff said, “ seven w ere h u r t 
th a t sam e August. Five w ere hurt 
there in 1951, also d u r i n g the 
m onth of A ugust.” 
IN 1952, the area around Circle­ 
ville becam e peppered with 
air­ 
plane crashes, the sheriff recalled. 
Records show that on Ju ly 9, a 
pilot spraying the area 
crashed. 
On Oct. 5, a private plane 
with 
two persons aboard crashed into St. 
Joseph’s Cem etery on 
the 
north 
end of the city. And on Dec. 14, an 
Air Force B-45 crashed in the coun­ 
ty and killed a navigator. 
In addition to these, one six- 
year old child was kil'ed at the 
Pickaway 
County 
Fairgrounds 
on July 4 while watching an auto­ 
mobile race. And in Ashville, a 
man walking along the railroad 
tracks near Long St. was killed 
by an oncoming train.

Foreign Court Trials 
O f G ls Under New Fire

T hat’s 
the 
argum ent of 
Rep. 
Frank 
T. 
Bow 
(R-Ohio) 
for 
the move he is leading to prevent 
foreign nations from trying Ameri- 
nan servicem en for crim es on their 
soil. 
Bow and a lot of other congress­ 
men propose—and they have heavy 
backing from such organizations 
as the Am erican Legion—th at all 
such accused persons be turned 
over to U.S. courts m artial. 
Bow and others contend serv­ 
icem en are being deprived of con­ 
stitutional rights, that foreign jus­ 
tice frequently is “ cruel.” In one 
country where U.S. G l’s are sta ­ 
tioned, says Bow, “The penalty 
for petty larceny is to cut off the 
offender’s hand.” 
On the other hand, opponents of 
Bow’s legislation — and they in­ 
clude the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion—say that in the m ajority of 
crim inal cases the accused A m er­ 
icans are in fact turned over to U. 
S. jurisdiction. 
Of the rem ainder, they say, no­ 
body has had his hand cut off and 
there has not been a single death 
sentence 
or life 
im prisonm ent, 
with the average sentence am ount­ 
ing to about three months. 
They also contend Bow’s propos­ 
al could hurt our m ilitary pro­ 
gram overseas, insisting that m any 
foreign nations would bar A m eri­ 
can soldiers under his conditions. 
This controversy is not new. An­ 


other Ohioan, Sen. John W. Brick­ 
er (R ), took the sam e position as 
Bow when the treaty perm itting 
the practice of trying Gls in for­ 
eign courts was considered in the 
Senate two years a g o ./ 
Bricker did his best to defeat 
that am endment, but lost. 
Now Bow, who also sponsored 
the stalled Bricker am endm ent on 
the House side, is carrying on. He 
withdrew his legislation 
on the 
subject the other day, but only on 
condition that the House Foreign 
Affairs Com m ittee take it up. 
This 
will 
be 
done, 
starting 
W ednesday, with the State D epart­ 
m ent opposing the resolution, and 
various patriotic societies appear­ 
ing in favor of it. 
Bow notes that at one point the 
House passed his legislation as an 
am endm ent to the national reserve 
plan bill, 174-56. 
Even now, he says, “ The Com­ 
munist press in 
F rance is de­ 
m anding” that an A m erican air­ 
man accused of m urder in France 
be “ guillotined.” 
“ Aroused 
parents 
have 
stated 
publicly that they would advise 
their sons to refuse to serve. . 
. 
rath er than exposing them to trial 
and confinement in foreign lands,” 
says Bow. 
But Rep. Jolhn Vorys (R-Ohio) 
of Columbus, a m em ber of the 
House Foreign Affairs Comm ittee, 
insists current treaties with these 
countries assure Gls of fair trials 
in the American tradition. 
Says Vorys: 
“ The jurisdiction 
which foreign countries will have 
over Americans is lim ited to of­ 
fenses com m itted off duty and not 
against other A m ericans in the 
arm ed forces. . . 


'Friendliness7 
Said Reason 
For U.S. Move 


WASHINGTON Ut) — Sen. Aiken 
(R-Vt) said Friday the desire to 
create “ as friendly an atm osphere 
as possible” for the July 18 Gene­ 
va conference was the reason be­ 
hind U. S. acceptance of Soviet 
paym ent for the destruction of a 
U. S. Navy plane last month. 
“ Our governm ent is giving the 
top-level conference every chance 
to succeed,” Aiken 
said of 
the 
U. S. agreem ent th at Russia pay 
only half of the full 
am ount of 
dam ages 
originally 
asked. 
The 
R ussians had offered the half pay­ 
m ent plus an apology. 
A foreign relations 
com m ittee­ 
m an, Aiken also said 
he under­ 
stood there was 
some 
question 
about the precise location of the 
U. S. Neptune, 
on 
patrol 
duty 
over a narrow stretch of interna­ 
tional w ater between U. S.-owned 
St. Lawrence Island and Russian 
Siberia. 
Moscow had raised that point. 
The 
State 
D epartm ent 
recently 
reiterated the U. S. contention that 
the plane was over international 
w aters when attacked. 
Sen. C apehart (R -Ind), 
also 
a 
foreign 
relations 
com m itteem an, 
said “ it seem s to me the Soviet 
Union m ade quite a concession in 
offering to pay anything at all and 
in apologizing.”
